Yesterday three farmers, James Hagan 


and H. N. Gassaway, of Sangamon coun- 
ty, and A. HcKinney, of Logan county, 
brought grain to Dec&tur in their wag- 
ons and sold it to our millers at better 
prices than they could obtain at markets 
nearer home. With their pocketbooks 
well stuffed with greenbacks they came 
up town, doubtless for the purpose of 
leaving some of their money with our 
merchants in exchange for dry goods, 
groceries, etc. 
Going about the city they 


happened to get on the grass in the park 
The ever watchful custodian of that pub- 
lic beauty spot, Col. Bird, called out to 
the well-dressed grangers to keep off. 
They were getting off as rapidly as possi- 
ble, when Bird followed them up and 
placed all three under airest. They pro- 
tested that they were unconscious of vio 
latingacity ordinance, but the officer 
was inexorable, and the disgusted far- 
mers were compelled to go before Justice 
Cnrtis. The prisoners admitted that they 
had walked on the grass, and there was 
nothing left for the Justice to do but fine 
•ach man $5. Believing that the gentle- 
men were wrongfully arrested, Justice 
Curtis did not put in his costs (f 1.80), but 
Bird, who stood by, claimed his fees, $3 
aud the Justice allowed him one dollar 
The farmers were not permitted to pay 
the fines, though they offered to do so 
They left for their homes last evening 
with a healthy antipathy for the officious 
Bird. In this connection it may be well 
enough to inform Mr. Bird that hereafter 
he should use more discretion in making 
arrests. Any intelligent gentleman from 
the rural districts will not intentionally 
violate the city ordinances, and if om 
should happen to get on the grass in tin 
park, he should not bo hauled up before 
a Justice for the first offense. The cus 
todian is the only^mun given discretionarj 
powers in this matter, and when he arrest; 
a man and the proof is plain against thi 
prisoner tho Justice is compelled to Ih 
the fine. The business mou of Dcentur 
can't afford to have their customers driven 
away from the town, just to give an ufti 
cial an extra dollar now and then.

On Monday morning next, if the weath- 


er is favorable, the well-known millers of 
this city, D. 8. Shellabarger & Co., will 
break ground for their new six story brick 
merchant mill to be erected near the Wa- 
bash railway, just west of tke old custom 
mill, which has six run of burrs. Th» 
proposed mill is one of the most import- 
ant enterprises ever undertaken by any 
firm in this section of the state. In size 
it will be 47 by 84 feet, and six stories 
high. It will have ten run of bnrrs, and 
be supplied with all the latest improved 
milling machinery. Its capacity will be 
the manufacture of about 225 barrels of 
flour daily, consuming each day 1,100 
bushels of wheat, and giving employment 
to over 50 millers and coopers. Mr, John 
Webster, of Detroit, Mich., is the con- 
tractor. H. Troutmrtn will superintend 
the brick work, Mills & Harry the wood 
work and 1'oung & Pasold will furnish 
the stone. The contractors have prom- 
ised to have the mill completed by the 
15th of January, 1830, when the owners 
will take possession. The entire cost of 
the immense structure and all the neces- 
sary machinery, including a new engine, 
will not exceed $33,000. 


The importance of this new enterprise 


to tke people of Macon county CM hard- 
ly be exaggerated. As a general rule, 
any manufacture which works up the 
raw material of a locality near the place 
of its production is of benefit to that com- 
munity, since it brings home not only the 
price of the raw product bnt the cost and \ 
profit incident to its manufacture. That 
country is always best off which can send 
its producaions to market in the most 
condensed form, and uearest to the con- 
dition in which the ultimate consumer 
demands them. This is a proposition in 
domestic economy which needs no expla- 
nation, and every one of our readers cau 
apply it to the new milling enterprise. 
If every bushel of corn produced in Ma- 
cou county could be marketed in the 
shape of cured bacon, bams and lard, the 
country would be infinitely better oft', be- 
cause the producer would not be com- 
pelled to pay a large per cent, of the value 
of his crop to Hie railroads for transport- 
ing to market that portion of it -svhicli 
eventually brings him no return. 


The new merchant mill is a long step 


forward for Decatur, and it will bo an 
immense benefit to the whole county.
